There has been a great decrease in voting on election day 
in the United States. There has been a great increase in au o- 
mobiles. 
Putting two and two together, Simon Miche e , p 
lent of the national Get Out the Vote club, argues that the auto- 
mobiles are responsible for the failure to vote. 
• 
The bulk of the missing vote, he insists, is composed o 
•‘citizens scurrying around the country on election day who would 
be at home to cast their ballots if there were no automobiles. 
But is the thing so simple? Is it at all certain that those citi­ 
zen s driving hither and yon when they should be at the polls 
would really vote if they were at home? And as a m atter o 
fact, isn’t there less general driving about the country, away from 
home, at election time than at other times of the year? And do not 
a lot of citizens drive to the polls to vote who might not have 
voted at all, in the old days, when it was so hard to get around, 
especially in the rural districts? 
No, the cause probably lies deeper than this. It is to o easy 
to blame the automobile, or jazz music or movies or something 
else for our civic and moral failures. The basic causes are not in 
material, external things, any more than they are in the stars; 
the causes are in ourselves. 


The Chinese Massacre 


The reported slaying of 2,000 Chinese by British naval 
forces on the Yangtse river i s 
- u n p l e a s a n t l y reminiscent of the 
Amritsar massacre in India, which horrified the world a few 
years a*o and gave the British government considerable ex- 


plaining to do. 
It seems that the British were attacked, and were few in num­ 
ber compared with the Chinese assailants. So much is in their 
favor morally. Strategically, perhaps, there is something to be 
said for them, too. They feet obliged to insure the safety of 
British subjects, and the white race generally, in the Oi lent. 
where life is cheap. So they seek to “throw the fear of God into 
the yellow men” by exacting more than the Mosaic equivalent of a 


life for a life.

So-called “superior races’ have always justified theniscKes 
in the use of punitive methods, to raise their own prestige by 
inspiring terror and fear. Nevertheless it is hard to justify in 
any case, by Anglo-Saxon standards, the killing, without quarter, 
of all on board the offending vessels and the merciless bombard­ 
ment of towns. 
Presumably the naval officer in command acted on his own 
authority. British army and naval commanders seem rather in­ 
clined to aggressive acts which the public opinion of their own 
country may not uphold and which British statesmen and publi­ 
cists find very hard to explain to Christendom.

WASHINGTON. P C . Sept. 22 — 
W ashington, having become in some 
degree the capital of the world, is a 
focal point for a vast am ount of world 
inform ation. Aside from controversial 
considerations in connection with the 
League of Nations and the W orld 
Court, every nation looks tow ard the 
United S tates with profound interest. 
Thus it is that data of every sort and 
from every quarter come to these 
shores and, being on this side of the 
w ater, quite naturally 
gravitate to 
W ashington. 
Such a situation m akes it possible 
to review world trends with accuracy. 
To be sure much of th is inform ation, 
so called, is instinct w ith propaganda, 
much furnished by returned travellers 
is colored by personal blae hut much 
also is reliable and out of the whole 
mags ft is possible to draw a sort of 
average which m ust come close to 
the truth.. 
W hat seem s the m ost fascinating 
and outstanding developm ent in the 
affairs of the world today is that there 
appears a reversal of the trend of 
democracy and governm ent by m asses 
of the people.

British army and naval commanders seem rather in­ 
clined to aggressive acts which the public opinion of their own 
country may not uphold and which British statesmen and publi-1 
cists find very hard to explain to Christendom.

Half of the people of 
the world now are either under this 
extreme form of popular government 
or are on the road to it, vast numbers 


Meantime, the Occident Joins in the 
reversal and appears drifting away 
. from democracy. 
Perhaps the most 
outstanding case 
is that of Italy 
where ll Duce Benito Mussolini has 
become infinitely more despotic thou 
the Italian king who ruled a liberal 
constitutional monarchy. Probably not 
since the Roman Emperors has Italy 
known such absolution in her govern­ 
ment. 
In Spain, another liberal con­ 
stitutional monarchy, General Riviera 
has mounted the throne of the Dicta­ 
tor and rules with an iron hand. 
It 
will be remembered that not many 
years ago it was widely reported that 
King Alpbonso was considering abdi­ 
cating and running for president of a 
Spain turned into a republic. 
The cables every little while bring 
reports of growing strength In Ger­ 
many to depose the newly formed Ger­ 
man Republic and set either the old 
Emperor or the Crown Prince on the 
throne. 
In Hungary Admiral Horthy 
is a supreme dictator. Even In France 
the O rganists Party cherishes the 
hope of setting a Bourbon king back 
on the throne. The movement started 
some time ago, in a small way, on 


this hemisphere Estrada Cabrera was 
dictator of Guatemala for 22 years 
and since then other dictators have 
ruled such nations as Mexico aud 
Central American states for longer or 
shorter periods. Porflrio Dis* of Mex­ 
ico furnishes a notable example. 
Opinions differ as to the United 
States but many can be found who 
declare that the domination of many 
offices by rich men and by great in­ 
dustrial interests indicate a tendency 
toward a type of dictatorship of gov­ 
ernment which but remotely resembles j 
tbs democracy of earlier days. 
Cst-. 
tainly the political boss Is not un­ 
known and the recent investigations 
Into tbs Pennsylvania and Illinois pri­ 
maries which revealed attempted con­ 
trol by wealthy interests to the end 
that the laws of the land could be dic­ 
tated, not by the people but by a 
small group, are declared by some to 
show a atrongly reactionary tendency.

It 
will be remembered that not many 
years ago it was widely reported that 
King Alphonso was considering abdi­ 
cating and running for president of a 
Spain turned into a republic. 
The cables every little while bring 
reports of growing strength In Ger­ 
many to depose the newly formed Ger­ 
man Republic and set either the old 
Emperor or the Crown Prince on the 
throne. 
In Hungary Admiral Horthy 
Is a supreme dictator. Even In France 
the Orleanists Party cherishes the 
hope of setting a Bourbon king back 
on the throne. The movement started 
some time ago, in a small way, on 


this hemisphere Estrada Cabrera was 
dictator of Guatemala for 22 years 
and since then other dictators have 
ruled such nations as Mexico and 
Central American states for longer or 
shorter periods. Porfirio Diax of Mex­ 
ico furnishes a notable example. 
Opinions differ as to the United 
States but many can be found who 
declare that the domination of many 
offices by rich men and by great In­ 
dustrial interests indicate a tendency 
toward a type of dictatorship of gov­ 
ernment which but remotely resembles! 
the democracy of earlier days. 
Cer-. 
tainly the political boss is not un-J 
known and the recent investigations I 
into the Pennsylvania and Illinois pri­ 
maries which revealed attempted con-1 
trol by wealthy interests to the end 
that the laws of the land could be dic­ 
tated, not by the people but by a 
small group, are declared by some to 
show a strongly reactionary tendency.

The damage in lives and properly is colossal. 
•Ftp gulf coast, embracing Pensacola, Mobile, Biloxi, and 
other noted resorts, has been extensively damaged, but there 
bas been comparatively little losa of life. 
Reports gathered by International News Service through­ 
out the stricken stale of Florida indicated that tho death toll 
ultimately will approximate 450. 
The injured probably to­ 
tal 3,500, and tho homeless probably 35,000. 
On the gulf coast there wore probably 20 deaths. Three 
of these were reported from Pensacola, in the first dispatch to 
be sent out of that storm-gripped port.

The Trend of Democracy. 
WASHINGTON. I* C, Sept. 22 
Washington, having become in s o m e 
degree the capital of the world, is a 
focal point for a vast amount of world 
information. Aside from conliovergial 
considerations in connection with the 
league of Nations and the World 
Court, every nation looks toward the 
United States with profound intr rest. 
Thus it is that data of every sort and 
from every quarter conte to these 
shores and, being on this aide of the 
water, quite naturally gravitate to 
Washington. 
Such a situation makes it possible 
to review world trend* with accuracy. 
To be sure much of this information, 
so called, is Instinct with propaganda, 
much furnished by returned traveller* 
is colored by personal blas but much 
also Is reliable anil out of Ibe whole 
mass it is possible to draw a sort of 
average w’hlcb must come close to 
the truth.. 
What seems the most fascinating 
and outstanding development in the 
affairs of the world today is that there 
appears a reversal of the trend of 
democracy and government by masse* 
of the people. 
The .Occident has for generations 
been regarded as the principal locale 
of democratic institutions arni It has 
been taught and believed that the 
western part of the world would re­ 
main the home, perhaps the sole homo 
of government by the people. 
But 
from the observation tower of Wash­ 
ington It appears that the Occident is 
growing back toward less democratic 
forms while democracy steadily grains 
in the Orient. 
Greece may he regarded as the first 
nation to accept a democratic form Of 
nile. 
It is doubtful, In fait certain, 
if historians be true, that the Greek 
Agora and Arnphyc tlonic Council were 
not complete democracies because suf­ 
frage was not universal, not even in 
theory.
